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PRESIDENT SCHAERF: 

“AUSTRIA ~ CORNERSTONE OF A FREE EUROPE."’ 

‘In some respects, the Austria of today has remained 
what it was in the past: an 
element of security, and at 
the same time an element of 
balance in Europe,’’ Aus- 
trian President Adolf Schaerf 
said in a recent ‘speech at 
the opening ceremony for the 
15th annual ‘‘College Weeks’’ 
of the European Forum in 
the Tyrolean village of 
Alpbach. 

Dr. Schaerf gave a re- 
view of Austrian political 
development. Such a review, 
he said, was necessary to 
uderstand the Austria of today. He contrasted the Peace of 
Passarowitz of 1718 (concluded with the Ottoman Empire) 
ud the signing of the State Treaty of May, 1955. If Austria 
«whieved by the former its greatest expansion toward the 
Southeast and its position as a great power, the latter re 
sored to the Republic of Austria its position as a sovereign 
ad independent nation. Both acts, the President said, 
teated a new situation in Europe. 

Because Austria became a great power, a European 
valance was created, he said. And he added, the new Austria, 
8 a neutral state, succeeded in achieving in small measure 
i certain balance between East and West which could point 
the way to an enduring world peace. 

From a military point of view, the old Austria, since the 
constitution of the empire, had always had the task of shield- 
ing Europe from being overrun from the East. This mission, 
Dt. Schaerf declared, Austria had always fulfilled. The 
western powers, he added, had made a genuine sacrifice in 
ihe signing of the State Treaty, because by their signatures 
they gave up direct communications between their defense 
tases in Western Europe and their military installations in 
Italy. 

The military importance of the new neutral Austria in 
Eutope is hardly less than the political importance, Dr. 
Schaerf averred. He warned that the moral and practical im- 
bortance of a small nation which was firmly committed to its 
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survival should not be underestimated. 

Austria, he said, had the most stable political system 
of all nations in Europe on this side and on the other side 
of the great dividing line. Above all, he pointed out, Austria 
believed in itself and that was the real ‘‘Austrian Miracle.”’ 
The Austrians have found themselves and their country, he 
added. They know what they can accomplish and they trust 
in themselves. Thus, President Schaerf concluded, Europe 
can depend on Austria; Austria, though neutral, is a corner- 
stone of a free Europe. 


TO LIVE WITH THE BOMB — AND TO SURVIVE; 
FOREIGN MINISTER KREISKY 
ADDRESSES DIPLOMATIC SEMINAR 

At the conclusion of the recent international diplomatic 
seminar held at Castle Klessheim near Salzburg, Austrian 
Foreign Minister Bruno Kreisky addressed the audience. He 
said: 

‘‘The great question of our time is whether it is possible 
to live with the atom bomb and yet to survive. Some people 
hold that the bomb must be liquidated — to set an example, 
even unilaterally. Yes, they are even willing to give up the 
**balance of terror’’ which we have achieved. It seems to me, 
however, that it is still better to have a balance of terrorthan 
to succumb to it.’’ 

Austria is a ‘‘Bridge’’ No Longer 

Dr. Kreisky then warned his listeners against too much 
optimism regarding the meeting of President Eisenhower and 
Premier Khrushchev, but he pointed out that such top level 
meetings had brought results in the past. 

He said that Austria should no longer attribute too great . 
a political significance to its geographic location. During the 
era of intercontinental and interplanetary possibilities, Aus- 
tria’s function as a ‘‘bridge’’ appeared to have become part 
of history, he said. 

‘If we can play any role at all,’’ the foreign minister 
declared, ‘‘it can only be because during a time of uneasy 
stalemate between constrasting forces neutral nations have 
certain particularly useful functions. Even if we can no 
longer be a bridge, we might perhaps become the occasional 
place of contact, such as for instance as the headquarters of 
the projected control authority for atomic test control.’’ 

Dr. Kreisky also took note of the South Tyrol problem. 


He said that it had been correct: that the Austrian government 
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had acknowledged autonomy for the South Tyrol. Autonomy 
alone will make it possible for the South Tyroleans to achieve 
a certain measure of contentment, he said. Austria would do 
everything to reach a peaceful settlement of this problem. 
But, he added, Austria would also leave nothing undone to 
win friends in all the world for this cause. 


KREISKY ARRIVES; 
WILL HEAD AUSTRIA'S U.N. DELEGATION 

Foreign Minister Bruno Kreisky will arrive in New York 
on September 15. He will head the Austrian U.N. delegation 
for one week and will then proceed to Washington, where talks 
are scheduled at the State Department.

U.S. GOVERNMENT OFFICIAL 
EXCHANGES VIEWS WITH AUSTRIAN MINISTERS 

U.S. Assistant Secretary of Commerce Henry Kearns who 
recently left Austria after a round of official talks, was also 
received by Dr. Bruno Kreisky, the Austrian foreign minister. 
The two men discussed concrete economic problems, includ- 
ing the development and intensification of foreign trade. 

Other talks took place at the Ministry of Commerce with 
Austrian Commerce Minister Bock. The American brought 
up the question of liberalizing the import of goods from the 
dollar area. The two officials agreed that this problem 
should be further reviewed by Austrian authorities and the 
commercial department of the U.S. Embassy in Vienna. 

At another meeting at which Dr. Augenthaler, an ex- 
pert in the Austrian Commerce Department, was present the 
discussion centered on tourist traffic and the measures taken 
by Austria to increase the flow of tourists from the United 
States. 

Import Barriers to be lowered 

Shortly before Kearns departed for home, he said that 
his mission had been to discuss the lowering of import 
barriers for American goods destined for Austria. He said 
that while in previous years Austria’s dollar balance had 
not been too favorable, the picture had now completely 
changed. 

He said that he thought it very likely that Austria 
could obtain private credits in the United States. Import 
barriers, Kearns indicated, the U.S. would like to see lower 
ed. He added that the U.S was highly interested in ex- 
panding its Austrian market. 

The objection that American goods cost too much did 
not hold water, Kearns said. American prices corresponded 
generally to world market prices, he said. He pointed out 
that American export merchandise consisted of highest- 
quality products. 


Tourist Traffic still capable of Expansion 


Kearns reported that in 1960, the U.S. would lower its 
tariffs by 20%, but only for countries which have commer

HUNGARIAN SOLDIER FLEES TO AUSTRIA 
IN FULL UNIFORM 

The 20-year old Hungarian border guard Joseph Magyari 
jumped the Austrian border recently in full uniform. He 
crossed near Marienberg Monastery in Oberpullendorf district. 
The soldier who apparently had long planned his flight ar- 
rived without arms. He said he threw them away during his 
crossing of a narrow unmined path. He breached a barbed 
wire fence to make his getaway. He reported to Austrian 
customs officers and asked for political asylum. 


IRON CURTAIN NOT ALLOWED TO RUST. 

The Iron Curtain dividing Austria and Hungary along the 
Burgenland frontier is under continual renewal, reports from 
the area said. Old mines are removed and new ones planted. 
Barbed wire fences are taken away only to be supplanted by 
brand new ones. Wooden posts which hold the wire in place 
are replaced by cement columns. 


AGRICULTURE AT VIENNA FAIR: WHEAT APLENTY 

A tremendous cone of wheat has been constructed in the 
midst of the special agricultural show at the Vienna Fair this 
year. The show features exhibits of agricultural processes 
under the slogan ‘‘From Soil to Market.’’ The cone of wheat 
is to symbolize the fact that Austria already produces more 
wheat than needed for domestic consumption. 

Other agricultural successes are highlighted in the 
show. Austrian sugar beet production is the highest in all 
Europe. (Belgium is second and Sweden is third.) 

The show also features an exhibit which explains to 
visitors why potatoes do not contribute to overweight. Ihe 
potato is the second ranking Austrian agricultural product. 
Nutrition experts have recently confirmed that the potato as 
a vitamin carrier is a valuable food medically speaking, and 
that because of its low content of carbohydrates, it does not 
contribute to overweight. 

Much exhibition space is taken this year again by agri- 
cultural machinery. New potato-digging machines are featured 
as well as a number of other mechanized and motorized 
machines. The interest of Austrian agriculture in mechaniza- 
tion may be deducted from the fact that more than 100,000 
tractors are now in operation in the country. By 1962 their 
number should reach 120,000. 


DORNBIRN FAIR 1959: A SUCCESS STORY 

The total number of exhibitors at the Dornbirn Fair which 
was held from July 31 to August 9, amounted to 923 firms 
from 18 countries. The majority of the exhibitors came from 
the various Austrian provinces; the foreign firms represented 
West Gernany, Switzerland, Liechtenstein, Italy, France, 
Britain, the Benelux countries, Denmark, Sweden, East Ger- 
many, Czechoslovakia, Spain, Turkey, North :America, Israel, 
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Pakistan and Japan. Visitors numbered more than 250,000 
during the 10 days of the Fair, a considerable increase over 
last year. Orders and inquiries were received from other Eu- 
ropean countries, the Americas, South Africa, Tunisia, Mo- 
rocco and the Near and Far East. 

During the Fair, a number of trade conferences were 
held. One of the main topics was the Free Trade Area which 
Austrian Minister of Trade Fritz Bock described as a tran- 
sition stage on the road toward European integration. Other 
meetings included those traditionally held by the more im- 
portant Austrian textile organizations and the Federation 
of Austrian Textile Chemists. Information on trade with the 
East was supplied by the Vorarlberg Chamber of Commerce. 
Two hundred eighty textile merchants participated in a con- 
ference of the International Textile Trade Association whose 
members heard talks by experts from Austria, Germany, the 
Netherlands and Belgium. Austria’s permanent trade delegates 
in the Netherlands, Italy, West Germany and Switzerland came 
to Dornbirn to furnish information on trade possibilities in 
those countries. 

Reports from the Dornbirn Fair appeared in the Austrian 
and foreign daily press and in domestic and foreign trade 
publications. The Austrian and West Germany broadcasting 
systems scheduled a number of radio and television pro 
grams from the Fair. 

The next Dornbirn event, coupled with a special exhibi- 
tion of Vorarlberg handicraft, will take place from July 29 
to August 7, 1960. 


RELEASE OF BLOCKED SCHILLING BALANCES 

According to a recent announcement of the Austrian 
National Bank, Austrian credit institutions have been granted 
a general license to transfer to free schilling accounts the 
blocked schilling balances held by them as of June 30, 1959, 
and owned by residents of countries with which payments are 
settled in convertible currencies of externally convertible 
European currencies. Thus, the transfer abroad of such bal- 
ances. is now permitted freely without a special license. At 
the same time, the National Bank announced that the trans- 
fer without a special license of balances accumulated in 
blocked schilling accounts as of June 30, 1959, and owned 
by residents of the Egyptian Region of the United Arab Re- 
public, ‘Greece, Spain, and Turkey has been authorized within 
the framework of the relevant payments agreements. 

This is the second time this year that Austrian blocked 
schilling balances have been released for transfer abroad; 
on January 12, similar authorizations were made. 


IAEA GENERAL CONFERENCE 

The International Atomic Energy Agency will hold its 
third General Conference in Vienna this fall. The session 
which is expected to last two weeks will open September 22.

ALFRED KUBIN, AUSTRIAN ARTIST, DEAD AT 82 

Alfred Kubin, the great Austrian graphic artist in the 
tradition of Duerer and Holbein, died late in August at his 
country place at Zwickledt in his 83rd year. One of the 
world’s great book illustrators, he had long been fascinated 
by some of the old masters’ preoccupation with death and

decay. This fascination resulted in masterful illustrations of 
the works of E.T.A. Hoffmann, Edgar Allen Poe, Dostoyevsky 
and Strindberg. 

Kubin was among the comparatively few graphic artists 
of the 20th century who enjoyed an international reputation. 
Withal, he was a typical Austrian. 

Born in 1877 in Leitmeritz, Bohemia, Kubin became an 
Austrian trail blazer of expressionism and early in the century 
of surrealism. And yet, Kubin never joined a definite school. 
He always remained a lone wolf. And he always returned to 
Austria. Since 1906, he resided and worked in Zwickledt 
near Wernstein in the Inn Valley of Upper Austria. His formal 
techniques go back to Rembrandt’s chiaroscuro, the Danube 
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school and Austrian baroque. In spite of several journeys to 
Paris, Italy and the Balkans between 1904 and 1914, Kubin 


received his most important artistic inspirations from intel- 
lectual and spiritual impressions reaching far back into his 
childhood. 

As a great illustrator he was a phenomenon among 


artists. Living almost as a recluse in his country place, 
Kubin was always at work. He left hundreds of pen drawings 


and lithographs and many water colors. In 1950, he was 
awarded the Prize of the City of Vienna and in 1955 an 
international prize in Sao Paulo, Brazil. 

His style effected some ghoulish figures — grotesque, 
pitiful creatures trapped in a maze of twisted lines — which 
were particularly appropriate tothe works of Poe and Hoffmann. 


INTERNATIONAL UNIVERSITY IN SALZBURG 
TO BECOME REALITY 

During the recent celebration of Austria’s ‘‘College 
Weeks,’’ Dr. Rohracher, Catholic Archbishop of Salzburg, 
announced that the University of Salzburg will become an 
international institution serving to train an intellectual elite. 

Other sources said that the first lectures may begin as 
early as this fall if the necessary preparations can be com- 
pleted by that time. Regular classes should start in 1960. 

The archbishop who was the chairman of the College 
Weeks said that many years’ effort to make the university an 
international school had finally been crowned with success. 
The most urgent need, he added, was the establishment of a 
European- Asiatic College at the University which would teach 
the philosophical disciplines as well as theology with special 
consideration of the East. 

The Archdiocese of Salzburg has presented to the Univer- 
sity a castle for use asa college building; it has also under- 
taken the necessary structural changes to make the Wolf- 
dietrich Hotel into a college. Financing of the project has 
been provided by the Aid Society for Priests of the East. A 
scientific committee will be established shortly to do the 
necessary preparatory work. 

Archbishop Rohracher made his announcement at a 
festive convocation in the University’s general assembly 
hall. Among the guests were Cardinal Wendel, Archbishop of 
Munich,
